London, May 29.—The 
Germans 
have penetrated a maximum, depth of 
about eleven miles into the allied po­ 
sitions on the Aisne front, according 
to the claims of the Berlin war of­ 
fice in its yesterday’s and last night's 
reports. 
The capture of 15,000 pris­ 
oners, also was claimed. 
The maximum penetration was at­ 
tained at only two points in the cent­ 
er of the drive. 
The enemy advance 
is in shape of a double triangle. The 
larger ones base is about 21 miles 
in length. 
In attaining this advance the Ger­ 
mans 
crossed 
the 
Chemin 
Des 
Dames and the Oilette, Aisne and 
Vesle rivers.

terrific 
German gas attack which began at 
one o’clock yesterday morning was 
broken up by American artillery fire 
after two batches of gas had been 
thrown into our positions. 
The guns 
began pounding the projector layout 
as soon as the first flock 
of 
“tin 
cans was sent over, and soon had 
pounded the outfit to pieces. 
During the 
attack 
the 
Germans 
dispatched a patrol 
of 
sixty 
men 
against outposts in the gassed area, 
expecting to take some prisoners, as 
a result of the anticipated paraliza- 
tion of the defenders. The Americans 
were very much on the job however, 
and met the attackers "with a stiff 
rifle fire and grenades. 
The Germans failed to penetrate 
the American wires and finally re­ 
tired. 
Their losses were consider­ 
able. I was 
the 
guest 
yesterday 
afternoon and last night of the cheer­ 
ful middlewesterns. against whom the 
attack was registered. Yesterday ev­ 
ening, I returned to this 
position 
which had been the scene of the most 
concentrated gas attack vet attempt­ 
ed bv the Germans in this sector. I 
found the boys all cheerful and fully 
recovered from their fatigue. 
A few of my friends whom I had 
seen yesterday were missing. I found 
them in a hospital under the motherly 


They had been brought to the hos­ 
pital in American ambulances in re 
markably quick time. 
Despite their 
suffering they were enthusiastic at 
the prospect of soon getting another 
whack at the Germans. 
“Oh, I’ll be back with the boys in a 
couple of days,” said one, “then watch 
me get them.” 
The gas used in the projector attack 
was evidently phosegne, mixed 
with 
mustard gas. 
It affects the lungs 
making breathing almost impossible 
It was thrown over in two separate 
batches. 
The first crashed through 
the trees of a little wood and fell with 
in a small area less than 600 yards in 
diameter. The other fell on the front 
line trenches, where the boys saw the 
flash of the projectors in time to don 
their masks. The Germans also gass 
ed the American artillery positions 
with their cannon, without getting a 
single victim. It is practically impos 
sible for the Germans to surprise the 
American outpost as the result of an 
ingenious signal system which 
the 
young “Edisons” in the army have 
invented. 
The nature of this device 
may not be divulged. 


Checked in the former attack, the enemy is now 
striking at Rheims. Enormous masses of Ger­ 
man troops are still in this concentration center 
and it is believed the Aisne assault may be a col- 
lossal feint, in an effort to draw the allied reserves 
to that point, lf this strategy succeeds, allied of­ 
ficers believe the Germans will again strike at 
Amiens. The Americans around Montdidier and 
Hangard-en-Santerre would thus be at the Apex 
of the main enemv attack. 


Paris, May 29—American troops have broken 
two successive German attacks on the newly cap­ 
tured town of Cantigny, the French war office an­ 
nounced today. 
With the French Armies in the Field, May 29— 
Development of the German offensive up to the 
hour of cabling appears to indicate that Luden- 
dorff intends to drive through the British lines, 
midway between Soissons and Rheims. 
The Germans apparently have engaged a mini­ 
mum of 25 divisions before which the French and 
British front lines are putting up a dogged resist­ 
ance, in order to permit reserves to intervene and 
turn the tide.

B utein a small 
section of the floor bitum inous w as 
s to r e d ; and in the spring of 1914, after 
being so used for nine months, this 
part of the concrete was found to be 
so decomposed as to be worthless.

was as soft as clay for a considerable 
depth. 
Tills phenomenon was attrib ­ 
uted by the ow ners to chemical action 
set up by the soft coal or some of its 
constituents; and they have brought 
it to our attention in view of its very 
direct bearing upon the subject of con­ 
crete ships.— Scientific American.

ANSWERS THE FINAL 
GALL OF THE BUGLE 


M ajor M. H. P eters, of the Seventy- 
fourth regim ent. O. V. I., died May l l , 
a t the Iriquois H ospital, in W atse­ 
ka, 111., his home, following an opera­ 
tion. 
M ajor P eters attended the reunions 
of the Seventy-fourth -regim ent in this 
city a num ber of tim es, his last trip 
here being two or three years ago. His 
death followed an em ergency opera­ 
tion. 
His funeral was held 
a t 
the 
M ethodist Episopal church in W atse­ 
ka. and the interm ent w as made in 
the G. A. R. cem etery. 
F o r 
several 
hours the body lay in state in the City 
H all, w here it was viewed by a large 
num ber of people. 
All business houses 
in 
W atseka 
were closed during the hour of the 
funeral. 
M ajor P eters was born in Rhenish. 
B avaria, Septem ber 21, 1841, but his 
parents came to Am erica when he was 
an infant. 
His parents dying when 
he was young, he had a struggle for 
existence, his experiences m aking an 
interesting story, which M ajor Peters 
alw ays liked to tell. 
He enlisted in 
the U nion arm y A pril 23, 1861, and 
when his first term of enlistm ent ex­ 
pired, he re-entered the service 
in 
Com pany F. 74th regim ent, under Col. 
G ranville Moody. 
He ascended rapid­ 
ly in the service, and w as 
commis­ 
sioned m ajor before being m ustered 
out. 
Going to W atseka, 111., in 1866, 
he engaged in the hardw are business. 
L ater he engaged in the new spaper 
business, 
publishing

Tim es from 1878 to 1891. 
He w as m ayor 
of 
W atseka

term s, and representative in the Illi­ 
nois legislature. 
He organized the 
first com pany of m ilitia in Iriquois 
county, in 1874. 
He w-as also govern­ 
or for a tim e of the soldiers’ home at 
Danville, under Gov. D unn’s adm inis­ 
tration. 
He w as a prom inent m em ber of the 
Masonic order. 
Surviving him are his widow and one 
son.
